YIHE study of the progress of mankind in the 
art of manufactures is a subject of great 
attraction to the student of science; any 
detail, therefore, which bears upon the art 
adds one more link to the chain of knowl- 
edge. 

Referring to the native Indians of the South American 








But once more do the long ages of the past cast back 
their beams of light upon the inquiries of the present, 
and so it is upon Egyptian monuments that we now find 
the desired and striking clue. 

In the pages of Cassell’s ‘‘ Bible Dictionary’ may be 
seen an illustration of an ancient Egyptian wine press. 
And clearly we have here the origin of the ‘‘matapi” of

Continent, and more especially to the inhabitants of the 
vast regions of Guiana, it has been noted as a very re- 
markable coincidence that the decorative patterns which 
frequently ornament the borders of the ‘‘simarri,” or 
grater (a flat slab of wood, surfaced with a resinous gum, 
embedded with numerous small pieces of flint upon 
which to grate edible roots), resemble the fret patterns of 
ancient times; the Greek key or meander device, so 
common in Egyptian and Assyrian ornamentation and 
in Etruscan and Greek vases, being of constant occur- 
rence. 

The coincidence is certainly striking, but a fact still 
remains with regard to which, so far as known, no 
attention has been hitherto paid. If we turn to the 
‘‘matapi,” or strainer (a long, cylindrical, plaited case, 
permitting of great circumferential expansion and con- 
traction, wherein the grated roots are subjected to great 
pressure for the expulsion of their juices), its origin 
appears buried in oblivion. Some wild tribes go so far as 
to ascribe its knowledge as a gift imparteu direct to them 
by the beneficence of their deity, but beyond this the 
question remains unanswered. 


Guiana; and this, coupled with the remarkable use of the 
Greek—or rather shall we say the Egyptian?—key device, 
sets the mind pondering over time and space to discover, 
if it can, how it is that these modes of earliest decora- 
tion and manufacture by old-world African civilization 
have reached and still retain their hold in darkest 
regions, and after the lapse of centuries reappear upon 
modern civilization out of the very depths of the forests 
in the South American New World.—GerorGE 8. PARKIN- 
SON in Science Gossip. 

[Those who are familiar with the forms of ornament 
employed by savage people recognize this ‘‘ key’ pattern 
in many widely remote localities. We give an illustra- 
tion of this in a specimen of basket-work from another 
source, and might add others. It seems reasonable to 
conclude that the use of such an ornament is spontaneous, 
being a natural arrangement of simple forms, and that 
itis not necessary or reasonable to infer from coincidence 
in its use that there has been any similarity in the origin 
of those who employ it. 

We think Mr. Parkinson is also mistaken in his opinion 
that the Egyptian and South American presses are simi-

lar in principle of construction. The latter is of basket- 
work or of braided fabric, which admits of expansion to 
receive its charge, and which, upon being elongated, be- 
comes smaller in diameter and thus exerts pressure upon 
its contents. The Egyptian wine press was evidently 
composed of some strong textile fabric, and compression 
was obtained by twisting—just as a laundress wrings a

garment. The twisting of the filter bag would seem to 
be too plainly indicated in the illustration to be mistak- 
able. 

Gigot’s filter press, here shown, is a more recent 
adaptation of the same mechanical contrivance. In one 
figure the shape of the distended bag is given, and in the 
other its appearance when completely twisted. 

It is not unlikely that the Egyptian vintner who first 
resorted to this mode of squeezing his grapes got his idea 
from seeing women wring the shirts after washing, and 
it is quite as probable that the South American savage 
would have used this form of press instead of his ‘‘ ma- 
tapi” if there had been any shirts to wash, or, indeed, 
any textile fabric known to him. 

As a matter of interest in this connection we have re- 
produced an illustration of a South American household 
engaged in the preparation of cassava; some grating the 
roots, another sitting upon the lever which stretches the 
matapi, and still another making cakes upon a primitive 
hearth or cooking-slab of stone.—Ep. AMER. DRUGG. ] 


Pyrotechny. 


THE following is an abstract of a paper by T. A. EIl- 
wood, read at a meeting of the London Chemists’ Assist- 
ants’ Association (after Chem. News): 

Pyrotechny was discovered by the Chinese, with whom 
it remained asecret for centuries. Not until the thir- 
teenth century did Europeans discover the property 
which certain substances possess of imparting color to 
flame. The manufacture of fireworks has now become a 
scientific art. Its study necessitates a fair knowledge of 
chemistry, metallurgy, and the fundamental laws of 
mechanics. In manufacturing there are three important 
considerations: : 

Oxidation.—The agents generally employed are chlo- 
rates and nitrates, their object being to promote combus- 
tion after heat is applied. 

Influencing Agents.—Those which regulate the combus- 
tion, as sand or potassium sulphate. 

The Active Ingredient.—To give the color desired. 
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Camphor and lycopodium are used in theatres, potassium 
nitrate with lampblack for golden stars, copper filings 
for green, and zinc for blue, etc. 

OF fireworks there are four kinds: (1) Single—exam- 
ple, the squib; (2) terrestrial—placed on the ground—as 
mosaics and waterfalls ; (3) atmospheric, as the rocket 
and Roman candle; and (4) aquatic. 

Composition.—Rocket : sulphur, 1 part.; carbon (char- 
coal), 2 parts; nitrate of potassium, 4 parts; meal pow- 
der (as a diluent), 1 part.

Roman candle : sulphur, 4 parts ; carbon, 3 parts ; ni- 
trate of potassium, 8 parts. 

Pinwheel: Base: sulpbur, 5 parts; nitrate of potas- 
sium, 9 parts; meal, 15 parts.

Bengal lights (poisonous): realgar or orpiment, 1 part;

Drugg.—Though the original paper 
from which the above is abstracted gives thecaution that 
each ingredient must be reduced to powder by itself, and 
care used in mixing, yet it seems proper to point out 
here again the absolute necessity of the greatest caution 
when working with chlorate of etsy: or mixing it 
with other substances. It is always best to slightly 
dampen those ingredients which are least soluble in wa- 
ter, and to mix the chlorate in afterwards. Exposure in 
a aa warm place will soon drive out the moisture 
again.

Note on the Coating of Iron Pills. 


THE coating of iron pills, by whatever method per- 
formed, pearl, sugar, or gelatin, is open to several] objec- 
tions, which are, first, the necessity of dampening or var- 
nishing the pills to make the powder adhere, in the pearl 
and sugar processes; second, the use of heat, us in the 
sugar and gelatin coating; and, third, the thickness of 
the coating varying according to the skill of the operator. 

There is no doubt that the use of varnish syrup, or 
heat, tends to oxidize the iron salts the pills may con- 
tain, whilst the thickness of the coating, though of no 
consequence with sugar or gelatin coating, becomes of 
some moment where such an insoluble substance as talc 
is used; for although we are apt to look upon it as a harm- 
less, insoluble silicate, medical authorities are far from 
being satisfied that its action, physiologically speaking, 
is nil, especially when it is taken into the stomach in the 
quantity it is where a number of pearl-coated Blaud’s 
pills are administered for any considerable length of 
time. 

What is required of an ideal coating or protective is, 
shortly, that it shal] have no action on the ingredients of 
the pills, or the digestive economy of the patient. 

It shall allow the pill to disintegrate rapidly in the 
stomach. 

. —— not materially increase the size of the pill; and, 
nally, 

Ti shall be easily applied and be capable of a high finish. 

The coating I have used for iron pills for some years 
past seems to me to possess many of the above advan- 
tages, and consists of a thin film of graphite or plum- 
bago applied in the following manner: The pills are 
shaken up in a box containing powdered graphite until 
they are uniformly black, after which they are trans- 
ferred toa covered glazedware pot, or, for large quanti- 
ties, to a Symes’ coater, and rotated with some force 
until a bright metallic lustre:is obtained. 

So finished, Blaud’s pills are effectually protected from 
oxidation, are not materially increased in size, and look 


as if they were literally steel pills. 

Another variety of coating I have used as a change 
where the pills are small and a thick coating is not ob- 
jectionable, can be obtained by shaking them up in a 
warm covered pot containing a melted mixture of cocoa 
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butter 1 part, and chocolate powder 2 parts, throwing 
them out on to a slab greased with cocoa butter, and 


‘when cool finishing off by rotating in a Symes’ coater, 


the inside of which has been covered thiuly with a little 
of the cocoa mixture. 

To obtain good results with either the graphite or cho- 
colate coating, practice is required, but the appearance of 
the pills when finished pays well for any expenditure of 
time or trouble to which one is put.—HaroLp Wyatt, JR.

Mix the solids, and afterwards incorporate the water. 
When the doughy mass has hardened (which will require 
only a short time), reduce the mass to a powder. 

A white powder of a faintly bitterish taste and slightly 
acid reaction. When heated the salt swells and then 
carbonizes. If dilute hydrochloric acid is poured upon 
the carbonized mass, the liquid filtered off, and the filtrate 
supersaturated with ammonium carbonate solution, the 
addition of sodium phosphate solution will produce a 
white precipitate. 

With a small quantity of water the powder yields a 
mushy solution. In several times its weight of water it 
dissolves to a clear liquid. 

If a small portion of the salt be treated with a drop of 
hydrochloric acid and a few centimetres of alcohol, and 
the latter then ignited, the flame will show a green border. 

A solution of 1 Gm. of the salt in 1 Ce. of water, after 
being acidulated with acetic acid, and afterwards mixed 
with 1 Ce. of potassium acetate solution, should remain 
clear, even after shaking. The filtrate obtained by treat- 
ing the carbonized mass with dilute hydrochloric acid, 
when sup2rsaturated with ammonium carbonate, should 
not become cloudy. 


Proposed Improvement of Huebl’s Iodine-Absorption 
Method. 


Mr. HoupE endeavored to ascertain the cause of, and 
remedies for, the discrepancies sometimes observed in de- 
termining theiodine- absorption number of oils. As the re- 
sults of his experiments he recommends the following pro- 
cedure: 0.3 Gm. of anon-drying oil, or 0 2Gm. of a drying 
oil, is weighed out and dissolved in 18 to 20 Cc. of chloro- 
form in a flask (presumably stoppered) of about 300 Cc. 
capacity ; 50 Ce. of Hiibl’s reagent (see our last number, 

age 362), not more than fourteen days old, for a non-dry- 
ing oil, and 60 Ce., not more than eight days old, for a 
drying oil, arethen added. (Two tests are made of each 
oil.) The Hiibl solution is allowed to act for two hours; 
50 Cc. of the solution itself are titrated with sodium 
thiosulphate after the addition of 40 Cc. of 10-per-cent so- 
lution of potassium iodide, at the beginning of the deter- 
mination, and 50 Ce. are kept in a well-closed flask until 
the determination is completed, and then titrated in the 
same manner, the mean of the two estimations being 
taken as the true value. The iodine unabsorbed by the 
oil is similarly determined after the addition of 40 Ce. 
of 10-per-cent solution of KI for a non-drying, and 50 
Ce. for a drying oil, and 120 Cc. of water. Should the 
chloroformic solution of the oil become turbid while 
standing, more of the solvent must be added. The fol- 
lowing are some of the results obtained: Linseed oil, 172 
to 180; hempseed oil, 175 to 176; walnut oil, 139 to 143; 
sesame oil, 106 to 109; cottonseed oil, 110 to 115; crude 
rape oil, 100 to 108; refined rape oil, 100 to 107; peanut oil, 
1.2 to 101.5; olive oil, 79 to 84; sesame oil, 59.1 to 81.7.-- 
Mittheil. d. K. tech. Versuchsanstalt, and The Analyst, 
1891, 219. 

[The abstractor adds the following note: ‘‘It is known 
to most analysts dealing with oils that a period longer 
than two hours is desirable to secure full absor »tion, and 
that the alcoholic solution of iodine and mercuric chlo- 
ride which constitute, when mixed, Hiibl’s solution, are 
best kept separate and mixed only when wanted. The 
great loss of strength observed in Hiibl’s solution on 
Keeping is thus avoided.”

Preparing Small Quantities of Solutions of Definite 
Specific Gravity. 





On page 346 of this volume we gave an abstract of a 
paper on this subject by Carl Mueller.

John P. Piquett, of Baltimore, draws our attention to the 
fact that our note attached to the paper, and some pas- 
sages in it, may be misunderstood.

A New Orleans milkman who has been 
fined for watering milk protests that 
without water the fluid could never be 
transported over the rough streets in warm 
weather without churning. The Louisi- 
ana dairymen must keep a better breed of 
cows than that which supplies this city 
with milk. 

The great canal which it is proposed to 
construct between Parisand Rouen would 
be 182 kilometers, or 114 miles, long, and 
6.2 meters, or nearly 21 feet, deep. For 
large ships a port would be built between 
St. Denis and Clichy, and smaller ports 
would be constructed at Audeleys, Ver- 
nan, Poissy, Achieres, and Argenteuil. 
The cost of the undertaking is estimated 
at 150,000,000 francs, or £6,250,000. A 
plebiscite has been taken of the feeling 
of the people on the matter, and of the 
345.000 answers received, only 13 are not 
in favor of the scheme.

Honey in the Goddess’ Head. 


The St. Louis Republican says: Officer 
Musgrove, of the capitol police at Austin, 
Texas, lately ascended to the dome of the 
granite capitol at that city to iuspect the 
swarm of bees which had settled in the 
nostrils of the statue of the Goddess of 
Liberty. The figure is 17 feet high, and 
surmounts the dome, which is over 800 
feet high. Officer Musgrove says there 
are mene 6 several barrels of honey in 
the bronze head of the goddess. 





A Remedy for Poisoning by Veno- 
mous Snakes and Rabid Dogs. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Thera- 
peutic Gazette says that a remedy for 
blood poisoning caused by the bites of 
snakes and rabid dogs has been discovered 
in Africa, by a Dr. Engels, in the “wild- 

wing, black, noble palm.’* Five hun- 
red negroes bitten by poisonous snakes 
were treated with the extract of the 
noble palm, and four hundred and eighty- 
seven were cured in five days. Of sixty- 
seven farmers and negroes bitten by 
rabid dogs sixty-five were saved, while 
two died of weakness. The remedy is 
injected under the skin, and causes a mo- 
derate fever, not exceeding 85.5° C. On 
the third day the patient is without fever, 
swelling and inflammation of the affect- 
ed part have disappeared, and on the 
fifth, or, latest, on the seventh, day the 
patient is cured. 





Atmospheric Electricity. 


An interesting reproduction of Benja- 
min Franklin’s historical experiment with 
the kite, under somewhat different con- 
ditions, has been carried out at the Blue 
Hill Observatory by Alexander McAdie. 
What Mr. McAdie has demonstrated is 
that electricity can be drawn from a kite 
high in the air in a cloudless sky. The 
kite discharged sparks from the lower 
end of an insulated wire reaching down 
to the earth, where an electrometer partly 
measured the increasing electric force. 
So nearly did the quantity of electricity 
in the upper air correspond to the height 
of the kite above the earth that the 
experimenter could usually determine 





whether the kite was rising or falling 
by simply looking at the needle of the 
electrometer. 





To Restore Faded or Obliterated 
Ink. 


The following suggestions are from 
Haldane’s ‘‘ Workshop Receipts.” 

1. Wash in warm water to remove salt, 
if the paper has been immersed in sea- 
water, and then soak in a solution of 
gallic acid, 3 grains to the ounce of 
water. 

2. Wash in clean water and soak in 
solution of ferrous sulphate, 10 grains to 
the ounce. 

8. Apply a solution of potassium ferro- 
cyanide with a brush, when the writing 
will appear in blue, if any iron is left in 
the original ink. 

4, Falsified Writing.—Gobert has found 
that if writing is ever so carefully 
scratched out, there are still left sufficient 
traces of the oxide of iron in the ink to 
become visible in a photographic copy. 
Light reflected from paper that has not 
been written on acts in a different way on 
the photographic materials from that re- 
flected from places which have been once 
covered with ink. 





Les Bijoux. 


‘* Les bijoux” are the remnants sold by 
cooks of large establishments and by first- 
class Parisian ‘‘ restaurants.” These are 
collected from door to door, and jumbled 
together in no very appetizing fashion; 
but the seller of the ‘ bijoux” sorts and 
arranges the various articles, which are 
then properly “‘ adorned ” ( parés), scraped, 
and cut into neat pieces, nicely garnished, 
and set out on clean plates. Customers 
who are brave enough to forget the ante- 
cedents of such dainties may thus pur- 
chase for a trifle portions of the choicest 
game or the best fish served on high-class 
tables, with many other delicacies of 
tempting een. Many old ‘‘ren- 
tiers” (so-called) living in garrets and sun- 
ning themselves all day on benches in the 
public gardens, where they talk politics 
with their fellows, get really good dinners 
in this way.—Murray’s Magazine.

Alaskan Fashions, 


‘“*The fashion of wearing earrings is

ion’s sake. While in Alaska last summer 
I noticed that the dusky brown belles of 
the Siwash tribe have not yet liberated 
themselves from fashion’s sway in this 
regard.

Japan’s Appalling Calamity. 


DETAILS OF ONE OF THE WORST EARTH- 
QUAKES ON RECORD. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23d.—Advices, dated Yo- 
kohama, Nov. 9th, state that a severe and 
prolonged shock of earthquake occurred 
on October 28th, a few minutes before 7 
o’clock in the morning. It was the se- 
verest shock experienced since the terri- 
ble catastrophe of 1855. 

In the prefectures of Achy and Gifu 
nearlv 4,000 people were killed outright 
and 4,000 seriously wounded, and 42,000 
houses were totally destroyed, rendering 
200,000 people homeless. 

The disturbances were perceptible at 
Hiogo in the south and as far north as 
*Rikushu, while they were strongly felt in 
81 provinces. The centre seems to have 
been in Mino and Owari. 

Shocks continued to be felt up to Nov. 
5th, but the intervals between them 
gradually increased, while their intensity 
diminished. Its estimated that from the 
commencement of the disturbance up to 
that date there were 6,600 shocks, or 
more than one every two minutes, 

A town on the Tokaldo railway, with a 
population of 15,000, was almovt entirely 
destroyed, 3,500 out of a total of 4,400 
houses in the town being overthrown or 
burned and 747 people killed. 





In the town of Kano 600 houses were 
overthrown and 100 persons killed. 

In the town of Ogarki, 35 houses were 
overthrown, 2,000 houses burned, and 700 
people crushed to death. Thirteen hun- 
dred were injured. = 

In the town of Toegahhama, nearly 600 
houses were overthrown and a like num- 
ber burned, and over 100 people killed. 

In the town of Kitagatimachi 84 people 
were killed, 

The entire village of Kutakatomi was 
destroyed and 80 people killed. 

These towns are ali in the provinces of 
Ezozi, Mino and Owari, and répresent a 
total of 8,400 killed and nearly 43,000 
houses totally destroyed. Communication 
has not yet been opened up to all outlying 
points, but it is now known that the total 
deaths will exceed 5,000.

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The Advantages of a Pharmaceutical Education 


it is unnecessary to dwell upon; but the advantages necessary to obtain a pharmaceutical education of real practical 
value and benefit to a student may be a subject for consideration at this time. 

When a young man spends time and money in going to college he naturally expects to derive substantial benefits. 
That he may be able to pass a Board of Pharmacy examination, and also that he may learn many things not otherwise 
attainable in order that he may have that advantage over others not so fortunate, is only reasonable for him to expect. 
He should be careful in selecting the college or he may fail in both. 

The most favorable conditions for receiving the greatest possible benefit from College Instruction may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

First.—The prospective student should have at least a good common school education. The intelligent study 
of the sciences that constitute pharmacy cannot be pursued except through this pre-requirement. 

Second.—In order that the student may intelligently understand the many subjects embraced, it is of equal impor- 
tance that he have some experience in the drug store. To attend a college without knowing the difference between a 
Tincture or a Fluid Extract, a Pill and a Capsule; of never having used a Mortar or a Funnel, is a waste of time and 
money. While college instruction embraces all these things, ample experience has demonstrated that a student with 
some practical experience comprehends these subjects twice as fast as those without experience. 

Third.—The instruction should be so designed as to afford ample time to follow up the lectures by practical work 
in the Laboratories. Also, when desirable or necessary, by additional practice in the pharmacy, so that the theoretical 
and the practical may go hand in hand. This cannot be done when the Course is short, no matter how many hours 
may be crowded into a few months’ Course.
